“However long this takes when that 
person is ready to be released the police 
can then deal with them by way of a 
fixed penalty notice or occasionally 
with words of advice.

“I think that is reasonable if you have 
chosen to get yourself into position 
when you are incapable of looking 
after your own health and well 
being and someone else has to 
pick up the costs of that why 
should you not pay.

Drunks who are arrested on the streets 
of the county could end up paying the 
bill for being looked if they are incapa¬ 
ble of looking after themselves. 

The Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire, Adrian Lee has put 
forward an idea which could see a pri¬ 
vate agency looking after drunks 
instead of the police and then handing 
them a bill for this privilege. 

He is concerned money is being wast¬ 
ed looking after drunks and the police 
are not the best organisation to care for 
people who are ‘legless’. 

Chief Constable, Adrian Lee said: 
“Currently if someone is drunk and 
incapable or drunk and disorderly we 
detain them. 

“I have asked officers to be more 
robust and I want to see early interven¬ 
tion to have an impact of reducing the 
levels of drunkenness they deal with. 

“When someone is arrested it is our 
responsibility to look after the it is our 
duty of care. 

“This might have health implications, 
they may have to be taken to hospital or 
we may have to take them to the police 
station so they stay safe until they sober 
up. 

“There is a significant cost of doing 
this and we are not the best organisa¬ 
tion to look after people who are vul¬ 
nerable because they have taken alco¬ 
hol.

In 2009 Domenic’s par¬ 
ents, Amy and Michael, 
were devastated when 
Domenic was diagnosed 
with leukaemia.

When the final bus of the day 
rolled into First Bus St James 
Depot last Saturday, at about 
8.45pm it signaled the end of 
an era.

The former First Bus Depot 
in St James has been sold to 
Church’s Shoes. 

Northampton Borough 
Council brokered the deal 
which will see the vacant bus 
depot in St James Road, which 
sits on the edge of the 
Waterside Enterprise Zone, 
brought together with some 
land owned by the Homes and 
Communities Agency as the 
site for expansion of the 
Church’s shoe factory, bring¬ 
ing investment, job creation 
and growth to the Enterprise 
Zone. 

Depot manager, Steve 
Timms who started as a driver 
at the St James depot in 1991 
and has been working at this 
location on and off for the last 
twenty years. 


He said: “I have been three 
years for my latest stint. 

“The feeling this last week 
has not been too bad. 

“We have had a lot of visitors 
including people who used to 
work here coming back for a 


last look around 
“Everyone knew it was com¬ 
ing so it has not been a huge 
surprise but the building has 
become too big for us. 

“The shoe factory (Church’s) 
will create as many jobs as are 


here now. 

“I am sure Church’s will be 
very sympathetic to the build¬ 
ing and will save some of his¬ 
toric elements.” 

The new factory will create 
150 jobs.

Facebook page set-up on 
Friday 13 posted the first 
image of the, now interna¬ 
tional, man of mystery.

The event is for hearing aid and 
cochlear implant users, as well as 
groups, clubs and organisations 
that could potentially help us to 
carry out an audit of hearing 
loops in your local area. A variety 
of professionals and experts will 
also be at the conference, as well 
as service providers. Find out 
more at www.hearinglink.org/ 
loopconference 

Hearing loops have been around 
for some years but they have often 
been poorly installed or inade¬ 
quately maintained. This has 
resulted in people trying to use 


them having poor experiences. 
Frustratingly, the issues are usu¬ 
ally easy to fix. 

Hearing loops are installed into 
buildings or used in portable form 
to direct sound and speech direct¬ 
ly into hearing aids and cochlear 
implants. They can be used in 
shops, banks, care homes, thea¬ 
tres, places of worship and many 
other places. 

I very much hope that you can 
help make people aware of the 
International Hearing Loop 
Conference. This is the first time 
it has been held in the UK and it is 
undoubtedly the last for many 
years to come. 

I should like to add that people 
shouldn’t be concerned that they 
won’t hear the discussions as we 
will have good communications 
support in place, including a hear¬ 
ing loop and large screens to dis¬ 
play a text transcript of what is 
said as it is said.

“He has since developed epile- 
spy and no longer can live inde¬ 
pendently but has moved to a 
care home. 

“I wanted to do this run for 
Headway to raise money for other 
people who find themselves in 
this position.” 

He ran 35 miles on Sunday from 
West Hunsbury in eight hours 
and six minutes. 

On Monday 30 miles and 35 
miles on Tuesday; finishing at 
about 3.30pm at Delapre Abbey.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 



The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Mercedes-Benz comes at the compact SUV market 
with its jewel-like GLA, a car that will put the 
frighteners on the BMW XI and the Audi Q3. With 
a choice of two petrol and two diesel engines, front 
or all-wheel drive and two different suspension 
setups the three-pointed star isn’t doing things by 
halves.

Collins praises Town fans 
for sticking with the team

Lee Collins says he would fully 
understand if the Cobblers fans 
turned on the team after their 
poor recent run of results - but 
praised the support the players 
have received. 

Northampton’s late home defeat 
by Exeter on Saturday means they 
now have gone five league match¬ 
es without a win, a run which has 
also included four defeats. 

Two of those reverses have been 
at Sixfields - against Torquay and 
Exeter respectively - when, after 
leading through a Jacob Blyth goal 
and playing their opponents off 
the park for large spells, were ulti¬ 
mately left to rue missed chances 
as they slipped to 2-1 defeats in 
both. 

And, while frustrations have not 
boiled over yet, Collins admits the 
Town faithful would be fully enti¬ 
tled to let the players know what 


they think. 

He said: “I thought the crowd 
were right behind us on Saturday, 
but they would be entitled to be 
annoyed. 

“They pay to come and watch us, 
so if the fans want to get annoyed 
with us for making mistakes, they 
are entitled to. 

“But in fairness so far, despite 
results not going our way although 
we’ve played well, they have been 
getting behind us.” 

Collins also said the strength of 
character he sees when he looks 
around the dressing room is evi¬ 
dence enough that the tide will 
soon turn Town’s way, as they look 
to kick start their season by pick¬ 
ing up a win on the road at 
Mansfield on Saturday. 

“There’s no panic button being 
pressed yet,” said Collins 

“We’re a strong bunch of lads 
and there are a lot of characters in 
the team who have been and done 
it all before. 

“But the performances are 
improving and we’ve got make 


sure we keep switched on and shut 
up shop against teams when we’re 
ahead in the game. 

“Exeter’s manager (Paul Tisdale) 
hit the nail on the head by saying 
we were the best team they’ve 
played so far this season. 

“We had them on the back foot 
for the majority of the game, but 
it’s another loss. 

“We conceded two sloppy goals 
and the game should have been 
dead and buried long before that.”

“It’s also about confidence, 
which is very important.

Silencing the hostile home crowd at 
Kingsholm will be half the battle for 
Northampton Saints when they visit 
Gloucester for round three of the Aviva

Jim Mallinder’s men go into the match 
with two wins and nine points from their 
opening two encounters, having followed 
up the brutal dismantling of Exeter with a 
dogged pack-inspired 13-6 win at a soggy 
Stoop against Harlequins on Friday night. 

Much fancied Gloucester, meanwhile, 
are still licking their wounds after starting 
the season with two defeats against Sale 
and Saracens respectively. 

But, looking ahead to this weekend’s 
tasty encounter, forwards coach Dorian 
West is expecting nothing less than a stern 
examination of his side’s mettle at 
Kingsholm - and not just on the field.

“Selecting the side is hard and it’s diffi¬ 
cult to decide which players - and which 
balance - we’re going with, but that’s an 
indication of the strength we’ve got. 

“Phil Dowson missed out at Quins 
despite having also played really well dur¬ 
ing pre-season and in that Exeter game. 

“It’s a difficult thing to do, but we’ve got 
a group of players now that we need to get 
the best out of week in, week out. 

“We need to mix them around and make 
sure everybody is getting enough oppor¬ 
tunities to play as well as rest. We need to 
get the balance right.” 

West confirmed that both tight head 
prop Tom Mercey and lock Courtney 
Lawes have trained this week after pick¬ 
ing up knocks at Harlequins and should 
be available for selection at Kingsholm.
